Because 
of this heavy penalty and the rigor- 
ous powers given the county and 
state assessing boards, the state of- 
cials believe that many millions of 
dollars of property will be unearthed 
for taxation upon which little, if 
any, taxation have l>cen paid in the 

pet* 

Another point of much importance 
in a proper understanding of the 
law is brought out in these OeUcial 
assessments, namely, that the gen- 
eral property tax remains for pur- 
poses of state taxation, and is only 
abolished for local and municipal 
taxation. Everybody must pay 
taxes on everything they have in 
the state, exactly as under the old 
general property tax system. The 
on ly i -linage is that liolljs, stocks in 

foreign corporations, accounts due, 
BOtea repi-o^enting money loaned on 
mortgages, etc., will hereafter pay 
tures only to the state; these classes 
of property, together with a cerium 
amount of machinery used in manu- 
faeture, are exempt from county 
and city taxation, but tuxes on ev- 
erything must be paid to the state. 

The schedules for the individual 
citixen, man or woman, to make up 
for his or her property are four 
times the length of the assessment 
schedules under the old luw and are 
a * .implicated, and inquisitory that 
tln-y cover every species of property. 

All real estate and improvements 
are, of course, included in this gen- 
erul property schedule, but the ex- 
haustiveuess of the schedule on this 
subject indicates that real property 
will bear a higher tax next year. 
Owners of lauds will be required to 
fill up a long schedule, -bowing how 
uitinv acres are in timebr, how many 
acre.-, are under cultivation, how 



eml-, how close to the land is locat- 
ed to railroads nnd public turnpikes 
and complete information about all 
farm buildings. 

The inquiries into the live stock 
of farmers are equally as exhaust- 
ive. The farmer will be required to 
fill up schedules .showing exactly 
how many horses, cows, and mules 
he owns, together with information 
as to their breeding nnd value. 
This is not half, however. There 
are separate places on the lists to 
show how many goats, hogs, chick- 
ens, turkeys, geese, ducks, and 
"other fowls," if there by nny. 

I l.i will al-o have to on lode in the 
list agricultural implements, even 
down to "-aws, axes, hatchets and 
hammers;" airreultural products 
raised last year in hands of pro- 
ducer; motor vehicles, carriages 
ami bicycles; coal nnd provisions 
on hand; musical instruments | 
painting.- nnd pictures; libraries; 
Jewelry; household and kitchen fur- 
niture; gold, silver nnd plated 
ware; dogs over four months old; 
patent rights, copyrights and trade- 
marks; annuities and royalties; 
buildings and other materials, and 
a large variety of miscellany, such 
»s guns, pistols, clocks, trunks, 
sewing machines, instruments, wear- 
ing apparel, etc." 

The residents of cities, towns and 
villages must make returns equallv 
minute. Each lawyer must report 
the number of law books in bis li- 
brary and also the amount of money 
owing to him in fees. Each doctol 
mu d report the number of books in 
his medical library and the amount 
owing him by patients. All citizens 
must report the number of books in 
their private libraries, number of 
chairs, desk- and tables, nuinbei 
and value of paintings, watches, 
pieces of jewelry; household and 
kitchen furniture. 

The state also wants to know, as 
shown by these schedules, how 

many bushels of corn, wheat, rye. 
oats, buckwheat, etc., were on hand 
when the list is liled and how many 
gallons of molasses, bushels of po- 
tatoes, onions, carrots, beans, etc., 
that may be held for individual use 
or for sale as of September 1. 

In the general property schedule 
are ulso exhaustive lists for mer- 
chants to show the value of thcii 
stock. 

Intangible personal properly i^ 
tasod only JO cents on the $100. 
The schedule for this class of prop- 
erty includes among other things, 
par value of bonds, actual value of 
bonds, face and actual value of un- 
secured notes, face and actual value 
of notes secured by mortgages oi 
other liens which mature within flvt 
years; par and actual value of all 
shares of stock iu any corporation, 
assocition or joint stock company', 
except building and loan associa- 
tions; not paid on by the company 
or associnlion; cash value of cer- 
tiHcates or contracts in such com- 
panies or associations; face and 
actual value of accounts owing for 
legal, medical, dental or profession- 
al services; face und actual value 
of accounts for money loaned, or 
goods, wares, or merchandise com- 
pelled under the law to give in wages, 
salary earned, annuities, royalties, 
open accounts, money on deposit, 
check.s or money orders; face value 
of ull court judgments or allowances, 
or money invested in tux or sheriff's 

-ales. 

The law provides for an exemp- 
tion of $250 for a householder, but 
this does not include the household- 
•i - family. For instance, paienis, 
as householders, might claim exemp- 
tion on their #250 worth of house- 
hold goods, but their duugln u 
possessing a piano, u diamond ring, 
a library, or a piece of costly stat- 
uary would be compelled to list for 
taxatiou such pro|>erty as her mdi-

BETTER CAR SUPPLY 

Reports from all sources indicate 
an augmented ear supply. The 
credit lor this is, not altogether due 
the railroads — Ihe shippers, are do- 
iag tMir part in handling equipment 
promptly and in londing it to full 
capacity. With the people behind 
them the railroads are able to show 
results never before obtained. 

The railroads must within the 
next 30 days move 087,000 men of 
the regular nrmy and 350,000 men 
of the National Guard to their var- 
ious training camps. Some idea of 
this task may be had when it is un- 
derstood that to move merely one 
field army of 80,000 men, 6,229 enrs 
made up into 306 trains with 366 
locomotives and train crews, are rc- 
ipiired. While thewe troops are being 
moved the transportation of com- 
mercial freight, war supplies and 
l>a- -engcrs must be performed. 

At Louisville cantonment alone 
the railroads have delivered from 
lane 26th to August 23rd, 1,477 MM 
lumber and 512 cars miscellaneous 
freight, a total of l.flSO. TUl 
2, 175 aero-; of farm lands have with- 
in something over two months been 
transferred into n city of comfort- 
able buildings, sewerage, electric 
lights, telephone exchanges and 
-p'.indid roads that will shortly 
bo«ae 41,500 soldiers. 

Every possible elTort is being 
made to increase the movement of 
coal. In June the railroads were 
fcMe to handle 26 per cent, more 
than in June last year. This was 
done with an increase of only 3 per 
cent, in ears and less than one-half 
of one per cent, in locomotives.

LOYAL MEN OF THE MOUNTAINS 

So prompt and general nnd com- 
plete wa« the response of their 
fighting men to the country's call 
for volunteers, that there was no 
draft in Breathitt or Lee counties, 
Kr. Nor is there likely to lie at any 
stage of the war, for it is going to 
be an easy matter, hereafter, to 
keep their quotas full, providing the 
I'ligihle men of the two counties do 
not exhaust the surplus by helping 
to fill quotas elsewhere. 

Thin news will be no surprise to 
those who have gone below the sur- 
face in recent years in an honest ef- 
fort to judge the "lawless mountain- 
eers" of Kentucky with righteous 
judgment. Bloody was a title long 
since earned by one of these coun- 
t's nnd its sister was for years 
only a degree less deserving of simi- 
lar distinction. "Bloody Breathitt" 
was a name that stuck, and so 
closely was Lee associated with it, 
I that the latter really did not need 
a separate nick-name. Most people 
I were content to couple the fwrj in 
thought and conservation. When 
"Breathitt and Lee" were mentioned. 
:!..-> !mh w in-iiiieiively in what con- 
nection. Another net of lawless- 
ness had in all probability been 
committed y 

Yet in a strict sense lawlessness 
has never prevailed among the peo- 
ple of Breathitt and Lee. For the 
BHMrl part they have been and they 
are peaceable and peacelovnig. Be- 
tween certain of them, however, 
feuds long existed and these led to 
ac ts which brought upon the entire 
communities a bad reputation. The 
mountaineers of Kentucky, the Vir- 
ginias, the Curolinas, Tennessee and 
Georgia nre strictly honest and 
truthful, honorable in the highest de- 
gree, but some of them are abnor- 
mally sensitive upon certain points 
and altogether too handy at times 
with firearms. It is true that "moon- 
shining" was long an almost univer- 
sal practice among the mountain 
people of the South, but on the oth- 
er hand, they were bred to regard 
the internal revenue system as an 
invasion of their rights as freemen, 
a social intrusion and a crime. They 
ignored rather than violated the 
revenue luws. It has not ulways 
been equitable, even if possible to 
measure their morality by lowland 
standards. 

But there has rrever been any 
lapse in their patriotism. They 
were among the most daring of pio- 
neers. They took an netive part in 
the French and Indian War. The 
sharp reports of their muskets in 
the Revolutionary period won for 
I hem the name of "crackers," a 
term still misapplied south of Mason 
and Dixon's line. There were no 
b«tt«r or braver fighters in the Wai 
of 1812, the Mexican War, or the 
Civil War. The mountaineers of 
Kentucky were among the first to 
volunteer lor -crvire in Cuba. The 
charge of ignorunce to which they 
have been subjected for years is 
proved libelious by their knowledge 
of the Kuropean situation and con- 
sequent remarkable response to 
President WiUon's call for volun- 
teers. — Christian Science Monitor.

NO PLAN FOR SECOND CALL 

A full -tnti-tioal report on the 
operations of the draft law will be 
prepared by the provost marshal 
general's ofllee, according to a Wttfe 
ington dispatch, as soon as the 
mobilization of the first increment 
of the national army has been com- 
pleted some time early in October. 

Pending the preparation of the 
report and coreful analysis of the 
conditions it discloses, no steps to- 
ward the calling of a second incre- 
ment to the colors will be taken, it 
is said. 

General Crowder said that the call 
for the second increment never had 
been considered ut any conference 
at which he was present, nnd that 
he had no indi'-ation« that it had 
been taken up in any way by Presi- 
dent Wilson or Secretary Baker. 
The first increment, which will fill 
all the training camps — sixteen na- 
tional guard camps and sixteen na- 
tional army cantonments — to ca- 
paeity, and there will be a surplus 
of men behind those assigned to the 
regular army. The regulars are 
now 12,000 above full authorized 
war strength by voluntary enlist- 
ments and the national guard is in a 
siiiiliar situation. 

Training facilities already are 
taxed to make ready for the front 
men now available, and it is regard- 
ed as very unlikely thnt organization 
of an additional 500,000 men of the 
national army can be begun until 
the early spring of 1018. Neither 
quarters nor personnel to train the 
force will be available before thftt 
time. 

Inequities of an unavoidable na- 
ture will be shown in the statistical 
report. There probably will lie Haw 
amended regulations, based on ac- 
tual experience with the first incre- 
ment, nnd some amendments in the 
law may be thought desirable by 
Congress. 

It i- possible that some provision 
will be made whereby all the sons of 
one family will not be taken. A new 
detlniiiou of the status of married 
men may be one of the things acted 
upon. Another matter to be work- 
ed out N the status of alien-. Still 
another is the status of men who 
have passed beyond the druft age 
since being drafted and that of those 
who have become of draft uge in 
the meant ime.

We were the fir-t in Kentucky, so far as we know, to assert that the 
tax law proposed and -ubse<|ucntly enacted by the last Legi-lnturc 
would, in a very *hort time, double the amount of taxes paid by the farm- 
ers and real estate owners of the State. We were promptly taken to task 
by the subsidized pre>- of the cities, as well as a few Stanley sheets 
throughout the Stat* . 

Already evidence- of the truth of our statemens are at hand. The 
Tax Commission has ^ugge-ted to our local Assessor that he increase the 
valuations $400.00 on eflen $1000.00. Of course, if he does not do thot, 
it will and it has the right to do this under the new law. This, we predict, 
l* but the beginning and in a short time, if the farmers and real estate own- 
ers do not wee to it that their Representatives repeal this inequitable law 
in January, when the Legi-lature meets, the amount paid in taxes on land 
will more than double. 

Much i< -aid about the rate Wing reduced from fifty to forty cents on 
fVtc hundrel dollars. This tu pot in the bill as a "joker." It is the val- 
uation that counts and not the rate. 

To gfara an illustration of how this new law works against the land 
owner, we will a-sume one has .*1()00.00 invested in land in Montgomery 
county. He will pay on it at the rate of forty cents to the state, sixty 
cents to the county and twenty cents to the schools, or $12.00 in taxes. 
If the real estate is located in the city, he will pay over $20.00 in taxes. 
If this same man had $1000.00 in bank, he will pay nothing to the city or 
county and only $1.00 to the state and the bank may pay it for him, if it 
de-ires (and all our banks have said they would do this) and yet the 
Frankfort crowd say this is a fine law for the farmers.

"Books for Every Soldier" is to 
be the slogan of the Million Dollar 
aliVC »r Um( Wm Sen ice Committee 
<>f the American Library Associa- 
tion, which has been commissioned 
b> Hi.- War Department, the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, the Y. M. C. A. and 
the Knights of Columbus to establish 
libraries at the 16 cantonments and 
Iti army training camps for the sol- 
diers. 

It is planned to raise the fund of 
$1,000,000 in the week of September 
24, to lx> known as "Camp Library 
Week," the librarians of each city 
in the fire states of Ohio, Kentucky, 
We-t Virginia and Tennessee to as- 
sist Divisional Director N. D. C. 
Hodges, Librarian of the Public 
Library, Cincinnati, in raising the 
$200,000 allotment for this section. 

Books wlil be provided for the sol- 
diers at the 32 cantonments and 
training camps, as well as in the 
Held in France, on board trains or 
transports, and to sailors afloat and 
ashore. The annual maintenance is 
c -I. mated nt $150,000. 

Frame buildings, 40 by 120 feet 
in size, will be erected nt each of the 
32 cantonments or training camps 
out of this Million Dollar fund. 
The >i i acinic- will be one-story 
high and will carry 8,000 or 10,000 
books, new-papers and .magazines, 
as well as quarters for the staff.

The cupboard 
was bare then, coal famine threat- 
ened .to stalk about the homes of 
Louisville and roost in the bins of 
consumers. It wa«s a distressing 
pioiure thnt wns pointed. 

The experience of n Louisville 
hou-ekeeper is of interest. 
' Two week* ngo she called up a 
coal dealer and asked the price of 
coal. When she demurred at the $7 
price, he said : 

"You hnd better lay in your 
conl at once, madam. There is 
senrcely anv conl in the market 
at all. You nre lucky to get it 
nt any price." 

Yesterdnv she cnllod m> tlm sfl*ne 
denier nnd told him she had seen 
the report of the government's ac- 
tion, nnd wanted to know what re- 
duction had been made. 

"There has been no reduction, 
madam," he said. "And there 
will not be one for a long time. 
We will have to sell off the coal 
we bought at high prices first 
and there is an immense s<ock 
of conl on the market."

WHEAT PRICE FIXED 

The following clipping from the 
Official Bulletin will be of interest to 
many of our readers in the country: 

Section 11 of the food act pro- 
vides, among other things, for the 
purchase and sale of wheat and flour, 
by the Government, and appropriates 
money for the purpose. The pur- 
chase r>f wheat and flour for our 
allies, nnd to a considerable degree 
for neutral countries also, has been 
placed under the control of the Food 
Administration. I have appointed a 
committee to determine a fair price 
to be paid in Government purchases. 
'!"!,, plWM now recommended by that 
committee — $2.20 per bushel at 
Chicago for the basic grade — will be 
rigidly adhered to by the Food Ad- 
ministration. 

It is the hope and expectation of 
the Food Administration, and my 
own also, that tin- step will at once 
stabilize and keep within moderate 
bounds the price of wheat for all 
trans-actions throughout the present 
crop year, and in consequence the 
prices of flour and bread also. The 
food act has given large powers for 
the control of storage and exchange 
operations, nnd these powers will be 
fully exercised. An inevitable con- 
sequence will be that financial deal- 
ings can not follow their usual 
course. Whatever the advantage- 
and disadvantages of the ordinary 
machinery of trade, it can not func- 
tion well under such disturbed und 
abnormal conditions as now exist. 
In its place the Food Administration 
now fixes for its purchtts&s a fair 
Plica, as recommended unanimously 
by a committee representative of all 
interests aud all -odious, und be- 
I 'eve- that thereby it will eliminate 
speculation, make possible the con- 
duct of every operation in the full 
tight of day, maintain the publicly 
stilted price for all, and through 
economies mude |M>ssiblc by stabiliza- 
tion and control, better the position 
of consumers also. 

Mr. Hoover, at his express wish, 
has taken no part in the deliberations 
of the committee on whose reeom- 
mendution I determine the Govern- 
ment's fair price, nor has he in any 
way intimated an opinion regarding 
that price.

HOW TO GATHER SEED CORN 

At corn-ripening time, drop nil 
other farm business, says the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agricul- 
ture, nnd select twice ns much seed 
corn 25 yoa think you will need. 
The job is too important to be con- 
ducted incidentally while husking, 
and demands the entire attention of 
the fanner when the time is ripe — 
likewise the corn. 

Get the very best to be had and 
preserve it well, because then, say 
the corn experts, increased yields 
Trill retv.rr. more profit tlnwi from any 
other work that can be done on the 
farm. The one nnd only proper 
way to select seed corn is from the 
stalks standing where they grow, as 
soon as ripe and before the first 
hard freeze. 

As soon us the crop ripens the 
wise farmer will go through the 
Held with seed-picking bags, and 
hu*k the ears from the stalks that 
have produced the most corn with- 
out having any specinl advantages 
such as space, moisture, or fertility. 
He will pass by the large ears on 
stalks standing alone with an nn- 
n-ual amount of space around them. 
Strains that do well in competition 
for light, and moisture, und soil fer- 
tility are likely to repeat under the

Early maturity is a desirablf 
quality, and so are short, thick, 
wind-firm stalks; top-heavy ones 
with ears borne too high are likely 
to mean losses. Breeding experi- 
ments have proved that the tendency 
to produce suckers is hereditary in 
corn. Other things benig equal, take 
the seed from suckcrless stalks.
